Washington, Jan. 38—When the senate 
convened today Senator Frye read a 
cablegram from tfao directory ofl the fed- 
eral party in ^he Philippinfes, prayinjj 
congress to grant the president the 
right to establish civil government 
there, as to prolong the time will in- 


so the present distrust among the 


fcatives, which is being e^imfnlated now. 


Accessions to the federal party by 


thousands are occurring in all parts 
of th» islands, 'ncludinfe many Filipino* 
hitherto unreconteilable to the idea, 


After routine business Senator Towne 


of Minnesota Celiver'ed a speech on his 
resolution to grant Philippine indepenf- 
dence. 


The galleries were crowded as the 


speech was accepted as Mr. Towne's 
valedictorjr 
^ 


In opening, Senator Towne referred 


to the petition presented to the senate 
a few days ago by 2006 Filipinos for the 
cessation of hostilities and the granting 
independence fo the people of the PhU- 
ipplnes. 
* 


He maintained it would prove a quick 


ecling appeal to the ancient spirit ofl the 
republic, or Its rejection must dedicate 
the stftk century to a. reaction p^ejudte- 
ia\ if .not" fa&i; to free Institutions. 
'He rererred'Wlth particularity^ to the 
charge that Aruinaldo had sold his 
country to the Spaniards for a bribe 
and he declared t'he accusation was 
gratuitous in its ealumnty1 when we con 
sider that the official publications of our 
own government contradict and destroy 
it- 


The senator declared we were in al- 


liance with the Filipinos, an allianfce 
sought by ourselves and availed of by 
us for our own advantage, and, finally 
to our everlasting sfame in the esti- 
mation of honorable ment repudiated by 


us when we found it n3 longer neces- 
sary and when the lust o3 empire so 
blunted our moral sensibilities that we 
could mount from an1 act of perfidy to 
the grand larceny of~& nation. 


Referring to Admiral D«wey's denial 


thathe ever treated the insurgents as 
allies Senator Towne said sarcastically: 
"I fear the honest sailor's terminology 
has suffered *rom his recent contact 
with the nice discriminations of the ad- 
ministration's diplomacy." 


Senator Towne then argued at length 


in support of the contention that the 
Filipinos were capable of governing 
themselves, pointing out that 80 per 
cent of the population of Luzon can 
read and write, and holding that the 
government established by Aguinaldo 
was strong, symmetrical and progres- 
sive, even in the difficult and disturb 
Ing conditions which s 
unded it.

holds of King Edward and the dead 
queen, as well as a number of British 
and German naval officers, the emperor 
expressed great delight at the appoint- 
ment. 
Yesterday he celebrated 
his 


birthday at Osborne, ai«d received con- 
gratulations from the members of the 
German embassy in London. 


The kaiser donued the uniform of a 


British admiral to receive visitors to 
the Hohenzollern, who might cal!,f oten- 
dor congratulations. 
Among ihosa 


••vho came were King Edward, '^i the 
uniform of an admiral, the Duke of 
Connaught, Prince Christian and other 
royal personages, Rorsl Roberts and Mr. 
Eroderick, all in full uniform. 


The emperor received the king at the 


gangway. 
The yacht was rolling 


heavily, owing to the gale, so that the 
queen and The royal ladies were pre- 
vented from accompanying the king. 
After tea had been servtfl, the royal 
party returned to Osborne House, Em- 
peror William and the crown prince im- 
mediately returning the visit and din- 
ing with the king. 


In addition to the sword of a field-mar- 


shal, King Edward presented to Em- 
peror William, already a Knight of the 
Garter, the insignia of the order in 
diamonds. 
The fact that this gift 


was ordered by the late queen, with the 
intention of presenting it on the kaiser's 
birthday, gave a pathetic interest to the 
presentation. 


At St. Paul's cathedral in London

Better Than Rubber Heel*. 


Every one knows that when soldiers 


cross a bridge they are ordered to 
break step so that the regular vibration 
of so many feet shall not endanger the 
eafety of the structure. An army sur- 
geon of France discovered that the 
brain jar due to long marches in regu- 
lar step is as trying on the human 
fiame as such marching is on the struc- 
ture of a bridge. To the regular repeti- 
tion of a shock to bones and brain 
caused by this uniform and long con- 
tinued marching are due tbe peculiar 
aches, pdins and illness of the troops. 
On a one day march, he says, this 
shock is repeated 40,000 times, and of- 
ten the strongest men who can walk 
tbe same distance without trouble 
when not in line succumb to the strain 
In two or three days. Therefore this 
surgeon proposed as a remedy tbe use 
of rubber heels. This device has been 
tried in the French Infantry with great 
success. 


But our army has a better plan than 


that. We simply break step with the 
command "route step." At this gait 
the men march in columns of fours at 
the rate of 3 to 3% miles an hour. They 
carry their pieces at will, keeping the 
muzzle elevated. They are not required 
to preserve silence nor to keep the step. 
And that's why tbe American army 
doesn't wear rubbers.—New York Press.

In tbe following editorial, written by 


Alfred Harmeworth, tbe millionaire 
English editor. IB tbe tabloid edition of 
tbe New York World, he tells wber* 
the Untied States is ahead of tae 
world: 


Americans are not without good 


f rounds for their assertion that the av- 
erage British traveler who comes to 
this country is accustomed to grumble 
all the lime at what he sees. They 
would tttke less notice of John Bull's 
criticism* were they aware that the old 
gentleman regards grumbling as bis 
national privilege. I read the other day 
in a cable dispatch from London that 
"the reviews and newspapers are filled 
witb dismal forebodings and croak- 
ings on tbe part of pessimists in regard ( 
to the British empire." Out of curiosi- 
ty I have turned to the British Annual 
Register for 100 years back and found 
that John Bull was croaking and whin- 
Ing with equally great vigor at that 
time. 


Not the least of the differences which 


exist, between tbe peoples on the two 
sides of the Atlantic is that you are 
optimists and we are pessimists. That 
fact accounts for a great deal of the 
grumblings by British tourists which 
are so much resented here. And the 
United States offers a splendid oppor- 
tunity to the British grumbler by rea- 
son of tbe circumstance that its faults 
are on the surface. 


There are no secrets In America. The 


American newspaper is a powerful 
microscope which magnifies everything 
ana everybody—all that is good and all 
that is bad—in the country. 
The 


American does not shut himself in a 
big bouse surrounded by a moat, and 
that again placed Inside a park which 
In its turn is encircled by a high walL 
You can see him at any time exactly 
as be is, and be is therefore particu- 
larly easy to criticise. It is doubtless 
for this reason that he comes In for 
so large a share of comment, advice 
and admonition. 


Now, 
I propose reversing the order 


of things for a moment by stating ex- 
actly where I think Americans are 
ahead of most countries I have seen— 
and I have traveled extensively. On 
the mechanical side of everyday life 
you have entered upon the twentieth 
century so far ahead of the world that 
I doubt whether we will ever catch up 
with you. 
In the great matter of 


surface transit—surely one of the most 
important features of modern life—you 
are 1«* aing the universe. 


You gave us tbe Morse telegraph, the 


telephone, the phonograph, tbe incan- 
descent lamp, the Maxim gun, the Hoe 
printing press, the linotype typeset- 
ting machine, the electric automobile, 
the typewriter, the sewing machine, 
the model .office building, the Westing* 
bouse brake and motor, and number- 
less improvements on existing inven- 
tions which testify in every Umd to the 
force of American genius. 
You are 


giving your young people an education 
which, in my opinion, Is altogether 
more stilted to the requirements of the 
twentieth century than that we pro- 
Tide. Your public school system is the 
admiration of the world. 


Those who are too prone to criticise 


surface .faults in tbe United States 
should witness, as I have, the binding 
at Ellis island of the hordes of illiter- 
ate foreigners fresh from the tyranny 
and misrule «f the continental countries, 
and should remember that Americans 
stand exposed to the criticisms of the 
whole world on events and actions 
largely brought about by these swarms 
of newly arrived immigrants. 
The 


kind of American news that comes to 
Europe consists cbiefly of strike riots 
and other crimes' too frequently com- 
mitted by this same foreign element 
No other people in tbe world could as- 
similate and in a single generation 
make a man of the kind of human 
derelict dumped down daily on your 
shores from Europe. No other peapls 
can so readily adapt themselves to the 
changing kaleidoscope of progress.

THE FOSBtHG CASK 


The developments in the Fosburg case 


gave the pub'ie a rude shock.. They 
are startling- indeed, considering? all 
tliat has happened smoe it was first re- 
ported to the Pittsfield nollce that Miss 
May I* Fosbuis had been! shot to death. 


We cannot help recalling the sense of 


public insecurity that followed the tra- 
gedy. The stories told by the Fosburg 
family were vnnerving to the whols 
community. The security of the home 
was a deception since, as we were to be. 
lieve by the Fosburg stories, burglars 
were prowling arounld readji to do foul 
murder in the j>rosecution of the unlaw- 
ful trade- And the worst of it all was 
that these enemies to life and property 
seemed to have an art that was baf- 
fling to the officers of the law. The 
atrocious deed done and detection ania 
punishment impossible was the a.wful 
conclusion to which the people -were 
forced to arrive. 


Now comes the astounding thing, the 


indictment anld arrest of the brother of 
the murdered Kirl, under the dreadful j 
accusation of killing his sister. 
The 


burglar tales dissolve, and the imDli- 
cation is that there was a state ofl So- 
mestic discord in the Fosburs homf 
that night of ^he killing of the youns 
woman which led to the fatal use of fire 
arms. Here it is proper for the public 
to suspend judgment until by due pro- 
cess of law it shall be said just what 
was hidden under the Fosburs roof that 
terrible nisht- 


There is a, point, though, which this 


sensational development in the Fosburg 
case seems to emphasize. That point 
is often disregarded by the public, and 
in manly cases "the failure to count u->- 
on it has permitted crime to go ummn- 
ished and flaJl into mystery. It is that 
the waya and sources of crime are 
stranger than fiction. When great 
crime is committed stern arJa Wind- 
folded justice should proceed unfalter- 
ingly, guided by a firm hold onl circum- 
itances as they are found, and should 
not say at the outset that the deed waa 
impossible to this or that person be- 
cause of relation, character, interest or 
an(y other thins.

upon him the fact that the human 
braiu is capable of absolutely unlimit- 
ed development It can be developed 
more easily, more permanently than 
the muscles. Like the muscles, it la 
developed by exercise, but unlike them 
there is no limit to its possible develop- 
ment and there is no age limit to the 
growth of mental faculties. 


If you go to a certain hotel in Chi- 


cago you will find at the door of the 
large dining room a colored gentleman 
who takes your hat, overcoat and um- 
brella. He gives you no ticket. When 
you walk out again, 10 your imeuse 
amazement he hands you your prop- 
erty, identifying you among hundreds 
of other guests and immediately as- 
eociating you with the proper hat and 
coat. 


In a big store In-Twenty-third street, 


New York city, a small negro lad, 14 
or 15 years old, works for a living. 
One day at that store this writer asked 
for a book apparently seldom pur- 
chased. Vatious diguiued white men 
were asked about the book. 
They 


thought tliat they did not have It, but 
to make sure they asked the colored 
boy. Without a moment's hesitation 
he pointed out a certain balcony' on 
the east side of the store and told ex- 
actly where tee small volume could be 
found. 
Every one of the thousands 


cf books in that store was located in a 
definite spot in that young negro'* 
mind, despite the fact that he probably 
had seen the Jnsides of very few -of 
the 'volumes. 
f 


Tbe two instances quoted are not 


unusual. 
They indicate merely the 


most superficial sort of development of 
one particular mental faculty, that of 
recollection. A more remarkable in- 
stance of such development was shown 
by Houdin, the French prestidigitator. 
He could pass a shop window contain- 
ing perhaps scores of different articles, 
cast a glance at the window as he 
went by and enumerate without errcr 
everything in it from that one glance. 
Some men learn a score or more of 
languages. 


Yet the greatest development of any 


human brain has never taxed even to 
the slightest degree the actual capacity 
of the mind. 


No matter to what extent you may 


train your mental faculties, no matter 
how much you may use your brain, you 
will still be like the man who has spent 
5 or 6 cents and has a million dollars 
In the bank. 


We are justified In believing that \ve 


•re destined to marvelous 
mental 


achievements in the future, when we 
consider the instrument of thought 
that has been given to us and which 
Is so little used at present. 


A scientist named Meinert calculate* 


that the gray matter of the brain con- 
tains 600,000,000 cells. 


That in itself seems quite complicat- 


ed. If we only had one thought stored 
away In each cell, we would know 
quite a good deal. 
• 
r" 


But you must remember • that each 


cell Is divided into several thousand 
molecules separately divisible. 


Every one of these molecules con- 


tains many millions of atoms. 
Un- 


questionably each separate atom plays 
Its part in the working of the brain. 
Figuring on a very modest basis, you 
find tLac your brain contains 18,000,- 
000,000,000,000,000 separate atoms. 


The theory that the aj;om is an Indi- 


visible particle of matter, which Is In- 
dicated by its name, meaning uncnti- 
ble, is only a theory not by any means 
demonstrated. 
There is no reason to 


believe that there is any limit to the 
universe In the direction of bigness or 
littleness. What we call an atom may 
be In effect an indivisible particle of 
matter or it may T>e a small universe 
In itself. However this may be, don't 
you think that with a brain organized 
as above you ought to be able to devel- 
op a good deal of mental energy and 
be quite free from anj worry about 
overworking the machine which has 
been given to you to do your thinking? 


When a man thinks his brain Is tired, 


It is really his stomach that is overfed 
or some other vita^ point that is deplet- 
ed or overloaded, j Keep the rest of 
your body in good condition, and your 
brain will never feel any amount of 
work that you will be able to give it.— 
New York JournaL 


SAW A BLACK OWL. 


Rare Bird In Connecticut SaJd to B« 


of Especially Evil Omen. 


A- citizen of Montville, near New Ha- 


ven, announces that be saw a black 
owl on Christmas day while out hunt- 
Ing, says the New York Sun. The black 
owl was on a branch of a dead oak In 
the woods a few miles north of the vil- 
lage, and the citizen was so astonished 
at the sight that he did not think of 
shooting tee bird until it flew away.

Impressive Memorial Scr- 


vics for Her Held in 


St John's Church 


TRIBUTE BY REYJ.C, TEBBETT8 


Sons of St. Gtorge, With Members of 


Clan 
Melntyre and Caledonian 


Club Attended in a Body, and 


Church was Crowded 


In memory of Queen Victoria a spe- 


cial service was held in St. John's 
Episcopal church last evening for the 
Sons of St George. The church was 
far too small to accommodate all tliose 
anxious Lu juiu the or^touzaljon in pay- 
ing a last tribute f respect here in 
America to the dead queen. The seats 
off the center aisle were rfwerved for 
the guests of the church, the Sons of 
St. George and members of Clan Me- 
lntyre and the Caledonian club, v.-ho 
accepted the invitations of tha Sons uf 
St. George to participate in the service 
These entered the church in a body, 
there being about 150 at them. Each 
member wore a badgt* WC mourning. 
Every seat in the church -was taken, 
many chairs were brought into service, 
and a number could not gain admit- 
tance. 


The church was decorated with the 


national colors of the United States and 
Great Britain. An American flag was 
draj/sti over the chancel rail, and in 
front *Qt the church was suspended a 
British flag draped with a band of 
black. A special order of service was 
prepared, printed with 
a. mourning 


border, and the beautiful forms of the 
Episcopal church tent themselves to a 
most impressive service. The proces- 
sional hymn was followed by sen^ences- 
from the burial service, and the hymns 
and responses were fittingly chosen. 
The sermon was by the rector, Rev. J. 
C. Tebbetts. 


Taking- his text from Paul's letter to 


the Romans' "Be not overcome of evil, 
but overcome evil with good," Mr. Teb 
betts said In part: 
, 


Nations as well as men have their 


sorrows, and in them is seen the com- 
mon kinship of the world. Sometimes 
they come as a blow and the people are 
stunned by it They know not what to 
think or do. Their tears are tears of 
helplessness ,of pain and loss. 
, 


Such was the 
effect 
of Lincoln's 


death. Who of us that can remember 
it will ever forget the feeling of heart- 
aickness that swept over our country 
when he upon whose wisdom and pru- 
dence alone We had learned through 
four years of civil strife was stricken 
down in the midst of affairs which 
seemed little less than chaotic. Our 
leader was1 gone,. TiVhere was there any 
other? Ours was ,0, double mourning; 
for him and for? ourselves, 
, 


Sometimes these ^sorrows come as a, 


benediction, and though, the people 
weep they feel $hat God has been su- 
premely g'ood to Ahem and through the 
life depated thejc have ben fortified 
and made strong for the coming time. 
There is sorrow most profounl, but it 
is full of thankfulness and hope and 
cheer. Such-, is _t|je effect upon the- 
British empire in the passing away of 
the beloved queen., It is not that of a 
sudden blow, but of a benediction long 
prepared for, a, legacy from a divine 
hand long in accumulating; a gather- 
ing up of the fruits of a novel life, as 
at once an offering to God and a blessed 
memorial for the .people. 


But this- benediction of sorrow and- of 


grace is not confined to our sister na- 
tion alone. The whole civilized World 
shares in it, and-we of America esipe- 
cially would present our claims as 
second ciil>- to tliat of the 
empire 


whose ruler she was. As wife and 
mother and woman and queen she was 
as much ours as theirs. By her ex- 
ample, by her Catholic spirit, by her 
influence and interventions for peace 
she belonged to all countries and was 
the friend of all, even the enemies of 
the empire. Said the consul general of 
the Orange Free State the blher day, 
"The Boers have always believed that 
the queen was their friend!" It is a 
remarkable testimony, such as has been 
paid to no other sovereign. 


She was loved and reverenced in 


every part of her vast domain as much 
as m Britain itself. But her influence 
was wider yet. It was an international 
bond, witout which the friendship we 
in America feel for England would not 
be half so strong and outspoken as it 
is. 
"We cannot forget that on more 


than one occasion her good and power- 
ful influence has1 subdued and controll- 
ed the animosity of her ministers of 
state in the interests of p»aoe and to 
our common advantage. At the out- 
break of our civil war it was Queen 
Victoria who held the ministry in check 
and brought about an amicable settle- 
ment of the Trer.t case. And it was 
largely her do-ing that the aristocracy 
of England were restrained from ac- 
knowledging the southern confederacy. 


The exercise of this power for good is 


more remarkable, indeed it is the mir- 
acle of the 19th century, when we con- 
sider that it was largely the power of 
personal influence and the fore; of one 
woman's personality. Though a woman 
of simple tastes, of homely virtue, of 
a deeply religious nature, »nd 01 a ten- 
der, loving heart, she was the moral 
power behind the throne, mightiest cf 
thiontfb Ul&t hUlUo-U llibi-G.j ll^c, ..,<_! 
known. 


No one will ever know what she has 


dene. It was bidden from the reporter 
and from the •talesman. H was done 
not for public record but for humanity. 
But her power was known by all, and 
today ihe world rises up anl call* her 
Dlessed becauss of it She was the 
queen not in name only but in charac- 
ter. 
She was the queen because she 


was a real woman, able to rise above 
mere office and rank and stand on the 
higher and broader plane of true 
womanhood. 


But however tender and true our 


tribute, our task would be ill-performed 
did we fail to ask, whence the power, 
this influence, this touch of a true 
woman's hand which baa done so much 
to elevate and cheer the world. Tbe 
answer is not hidden. It was the gift 
of God, whose servant she wasv Tt was 
hers by div.ne right, and the trust v, ts 
held throughout the long life as from 
the King of Klnga. When at the age of 
13 she was informed that some day she 
would be queen, she answered simply. 
"I will be rood." That was her answer 
to the divine call. And when the waa 
wa« dead and that »he was que«n, »he 
said to the Arohblahop oC Canterbury, 


"I bCf your grace- to pray for me." 


Do we not see whence this power, thla 


influence this touch of a woman's hand 
for which the world thanks God today 
She »aw the evil there was in the court, 
In society and in the nation, and she 
resolved to do what she could to over- 
come it. Yet not by any arbitrary 
means, not by stamping it out by royai 
mandate, but by employing the greater 
power of goodness, by being good her- 
self, by being an example to her peo- 
ple <QI all that she desired them to be, 
and by casting herself wholly upon him 
who is the supreme ruler of nations 
and of men. 


It was the unseen power of her life 


that ruled for her, that made her states 
men obey and lean upon her. It was 
the queen behind the queen that has 
made a new England «ut of an old 
England and that is commanding the 
admiration and respect and love and 
the tears of the world today. 


Queen Victoria lives also and will 


live long after others are forgotten be- 
cause she was as a mother to the En- 
glish speaking people throughout the 
world. During h?r long and laborious 
reign slavery has 
been 
abolished, 


woman has been elevated to her right- 
ful place, class distinctions have been 
so far blotted out. labor has become 
educated and respected and tlve work- 
ingman regarded as a man and not a 
tool, the feet of the missionaries have 
trodden all lands, religious proscription 
has been revoked and religious tolera- 
tion has ripened into brotherhood, art 
and science and invention have accom- 
plished wonders a.nd the eonscience of 
the civilized world has been awakened 
to the horrors of war and is demanding 
in its stead the arbitrament of peace. 
In all these the good queen has had a 
powerful, hand. 


And now with such th!"s-s ocv,om- 


plished and in the prospect of good 
things to come in this new century, 
she may well go to her rest in peace 
and receive the crown 
'of 
lifs that 


awaits them that are faithful and true, 
No longer need her sons and daughters 
shout " God save the queen." 
God has 


saved her and crowned her anew with 
those precious Words which you and I 
may well covet and strive for, "Well 
done, good and faithful servant; enter 
thou into the joy 'ot thy Lord."

Daughters Appeal to Supreme Court

Water was brought to them in bowls, 
pails, basins — anything our servants 
could lay bands on. It was pitiful to 
see these shaky creatures, three or four 
grabbing at the same bowl, others try- 
ing to drink from the spout as tbe wa 
ter was being poured into the bowls 
One woman carried In her arms a child 
covered with smallpox, other mothers 
earned children completely naked, 5ut 
tbe most touching sight was a gray 
haired man of at least GO carrying on 
his back bis old, crippled mother. This 
completely broke me down. Four o( 
our men brought 100 of tb*se through 
tbe city streets. About half an houi 
later Mr. Fethick and tbe remaining 
•Is of our guards brought In the wound- 
ed. Ob. such horrible sights! TbeCbi 
nese had unmercifully slashed these 
Door creatures with knives and eneara.

Horsley in England on "The Action of 
Alcohol on the Brain" showed how- 
fibers connect all parts of the brain so 
that it acts as a whole.

Ono way of testing this was 
by testing the reaction time, tbe length 
tnken in perceiving a given signal. He 
tried a complex experiment, showing a 
signal with a number on it which was 
not to be signaled back unless it was 
above ten. T.ils took longer, involving 
a«S"cift*!on of ideas, ainl iLo tirue from 
the verj first was prolonged by alcohol. 
Professor Horsley said that chloro- 
form, ether, nitrous oxide and similar 
narcotics acted in the same way. Al- 
cohol produced a dissolution of the 
nerve centers. 


Kraepelin had tried tbe action of al- 


ctfhol on muscular power by means of 
the pressure dynamometer, which was 
squeezed at regular intervals. After a 
rest alcohol was taken, and at first 
there was a little increase, soon follow- 
ed by a notable decrease. Under the 
Influence of tea there was no decrease 
nt all. He showed a diagram con- 
structed by Dr. Aschaffenberg repre- 
senting the amount of type set up by 
certain compositors in a quarter of an 
hour before and after taking alcohol. 
Tbe amount was made less by alcohol.

TRANSPORTATION'S FUTURE 


G«or«« H. OnaleU* BrlUUat Predic- 


tion! Pur tlie N*w Cvatury. 


When one considers that just 100 


year* ago It took the president of the 
United States several days to make the 
journey from 1'ulAndelpbla to Wash- 
ington by stagecoach, where now the 
journey is accomplished in about as 
many minutes as it then took hours, 
oue stands aghast at the progress that 
has been made during the nineteenth 
century and must perforce remain 
dumb before any prophecy, not In fear 
of overstatement, but rather the oppo- 
site, days George U. Daniels, general 
passenger agent of the New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River railroad, in the 
New York Herald. 


Does it not, then, seem reasonable 


that, no matter in what stretch of Im- 
agination we may indulge ourselves in 
tbe matter of prophecy, we cannot 
overstate, for the reason that, with an 
Industry less tuan a hundred years old 
which has achieved such wonders, 
there is no limit to the possibilities that 
shall be evolved in the coming hundred 
years? 


This is the age of transportation. It 


underlies all material prosperity. Those j 
states and nations are the most rich 
and powerful whose transportation fa- 
cilities are tbe best and most extended. 
The dying nations are those with little 
or no transportation facilities. 


With pooling declared unconstitution- 


al, concentration of ownership was in- 
evitable, and this movement IB likely 
to Increase to the betterment of the 
system, tbe cheapening of tariff and 
the insurance of higher speed and 
safer means of transit. I do not mean i 
that there is any possibility of tbe rail- | 
roads of this country coining under i 
government control, for I am of the ' 
opinion that the sound common sense 
of the nation would repulse any move- 
ment to that end. 
Under corporate 


control there is a more perfect system 
than could be possible under govern- 
ment auspices.

Tk«7 Do»'t LI nicer In Mldnc«*B, few 


Go to tb* Bottom. 


Wbat becomes of the ship.; that Binl 


at sea? Do they go all the way to thi 
bottom or do they meet somewhere un- 
der the surface a -certain pressure that 
buoys them up and holds them In equi- 
librium? Somebody, we forget who it 
Is, bas given rein to his grewsotne fob- 
ey and pictured all the ships that have 
been lost In mldocean as wandering 
about like BO many gbosts bal' way be- 
tween the surface and the bottom. 


There Is no foundation whatever for 


such a notion, though many persona 
uave It. Any object that will sink be- 
tu-atb the surface of the sea will go all 
the way to the bottom. The pressure 
encountered on the way down, which is 
simply enormous in the deeper parts, 
has nothing to do with the object's 
sinking, for It is exerted on the object 
as well as on the water, thus equalizing 
the conditions. 


The reason why the object sinks to the 


bottom Is that water is not compressi- 
ble; at least it is so little so tnat its den- 
sity at the bottom of the sea Is only a tri- 
fle greater than it is at the surface. Sci- 
entists tell us that the water at the bot- 
tom is just about as much denser than 
tho water at the surface as sea water 
Is denser than fresh water. 


This slight difference 
In density, 


therefore, does not and cannot stop the 
downward course of a sinking ship or 
any object that is heavy enough to 
sink rapidly beneath the surface. Pres- 
sure, as we have said. Is not 9 factor 
in the case at all.—Chicago Record.

Tbe Stato'H Theory 


The great question has been sdnce the 


arrest as to what evidence the police 
presented to the grand jury. This can- 
not be told, of course. But from what 
Chief Nicholson has said it is certain 
that the argument of the prosecution 
will be that the father and son quar- 
reled, and that the son attempted pat- 
ricide by shooting his father. At this 
instant the girl entered the room, 
alarmed by the sounds, and coming be 
tween father and brother, was shot by 
the latter. 


In this connection, it should be said 


that all of the family will deny most 
emphalicaly the statement of a quarrel 
between father ajid son. 


The Father's Oath 


When asked if the two had quarreled 


the elder Mr. Fosburg yesterday raised 
his hand impressively, as though he 
were taking oath, and said: 


"As God is my judge, it has been 


years since Robert and I have so much 
as exchanged an unpleasant word. He 
has been a dutiful son. He is my busi- 
ness partner. The firm is and has been 
prosperous, and there could be no rea- 
son for a quarrel between us. 


A New WUi»c»» ot'Crlm* 


The fact was made known for *he 


first time after the arrest that on the 
morning of the day that Miss Fosburg 
was killed a suegt whom she had en- 
tertained for stverai weeks at her home 
left the city an'd has never visited tb,« 
city or flinu'y since. 


She did not attend the funeral of her 


friend. It leaked out that the name of 
the jjuesit that Miss Fosburg was enter- 
taining was Miss Bertha Sheldon, of 
Providence, R- I., the- daughter of a 
proninJ-nt architect of that city- 


Chief Nicholson has "known of the 


presence' of Miss Sheldon in the house 
on the morning and it is said that he re. 
cently werJt to Providence and had an 
interview with the jjirl. Just what he 
learned has never been, made —ublic. 
A summons was sent to Miss She-don 
at the opening ofl^the inquest orJ the 
murder to come to* this City to testify- 
To the great surprise* "of the officers. 
Miss Sheldon, who was at that time =-t 
the home of her parents Jfn Providence, 
positively declined to come to Pitts- 
field to give her story of what occurred 
at the Fosburg house on the mosninUr 
of the murder- 


The police are of the opinion that Miss 


Sheldon can throw some lieht on the 
shooting of her friend-" Just why she 
left Pittsfield on the7lnrst trainl ve:Ar 
early in the morning "after her flriend 
had been killed and jiisf what she can 
tell of the affair in the Fosburj? house 
is of course unknbwn.

It is ,of course, 
probable that Miss Sheldon was awak- 
ened at the same time. The reason of 
her flight lias a deep significance with

At the time the Fosburgs gave to 


the press the story of the shootinc of 
Miss Fosburg not a word was said of 
the preser.be of Miss Sheldon in the 
house. The police, it is said, only learn- 
ed of her sudden leave-taking several 
dayji a<)ter the crime and this led to an 
investigation-

Miss Sheldon claims that she did not 
hear anything of the disturbance till 
the shots were fired. This statement 
is met by the statement of one who 
knows her who says that there is never 
any difficulty in conversing with her in 
an ordinary tone of voice. 


Will Net Te«tifv Anyway 


Another dispatch from 
Providence 


says that Miss Sheldon's father will not 
let her return to Pittsfield to tesify. A 
Providence correspondent sends the fol 
lowing: 


It is asserted that Miss Sheldon knows 


absolutely nothing about the tragedy, 
or of any of the circumstances leadmc 
up to it, and that this is the reason 
why she has not gone to Pittsfleld to 
give testimony in relation to the matter 


Owing to the flact that Miss Sheldort 


had been visiting at the Fosburg home 
as the guest of the murdered cirl for 
about three weeks before the nteht of 
the tragedy, it :s believed by many thatf 
her presence in Pittsfield is desired, so 
that she may be interrogated regarding 
the relations which existed between 
the members of the Fosburg household. 
Since the arrest of the brother of the 
victim of tli* "fair thc:c has bcctj, ^n- 
siderable speculation why Miss Sheldon 
has not told her story to the authorities

In spite of the statements of Miss 


Sheldon that she knows nothing ofl the 
crime, it is stated by friends of the 
family that she will come to Pittsfleld 
for the trial, anli w»l give testimony 
that will free young Fosburg from the 
slightest sussicion. 


State Detective fturprlsed 


That it was Chief Nicholson alone 


who caused the arrest is shown in the 
statements of the state officers who 
have worked on the case. One of these 
was seen in Bcston yesterday and ex- 
pressed his surprise at the turn of 
events. He sat-1 that the state officers 
had heard nothing in their investiga- 
tions that would lead them to suppose 
that the crime was not committed, as 
stated by the family, by burglars' . 


'..', B. Plunkott and Nicholson 


Tlie New York Herald sent a special 


conespondent to Pittsfleld, who sent 
the ollowing in his story today: 


Politics enters somewhat into this 


tragedy of mystery. One of the warm- 
est friends of the elficr Mr. Fosbur* 
is W. B. Plun.vett, republican national 
committeeman from this stdte. Some 
persons expressed the belief last au- 
tumn that the Pittsfield police were 
i»ot able to cope successfully with a case 
of so much importance.

Mr- Fosburg said that he would like to 


see it donei but he was afraid of giving 
offence to Chief Nicholson- Mr- Plun- 
kett tnen stepped "n and persuaded the 
governor of the state to employ a de- 
tective. 


A private detective agency sent to 


Pittsfield an expert named Russell, who 
spent several days heo-e and reported 
that the murder was done by tramas 
who had left no clue to their fdentityr. 


Another detective then came up, and 


for a time suspicion pointed in the di- 
rection of a man now in the employ of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit company. 
President Rossiter is a friend of Mr. 
Fosburg and he assisted in the investi- 
gation that Hollowed, and which cleared 
the man under suspicion. 


This interference from the outside of- 


fended Chief Nicholson, who one day re 
cently sent for Mr. Fosburg and handed 
him a pistol, saying:

" It has been widely reported In Pitts- 
field that there was friction between 
Chief Nicholson and Mr. Fosburs: as 
a result of the coming in of many out- 
side detectives, and of other incidents. 
Some correspondents have sided with 
Mr. Fosburg :n thinking that the pres- 
ent arrest would never have been made 
if this friction had not existed- In re- 
gard to this, Chief Nicholson says very 
positively that as far as he was con- 
cerned there was no friction whatever. 
"I have simply done my duty as I see 
it," said the nhieft 


Some also bc]ieve\that the chief was 


forced into making the arrest by the 
many rumors in regard to family quar- 
rels, and that "ie did it simply to have 
the case cleaned up, as far as this side 
of it is concerned. 


Otberm Bldlenle Arrest 


Mr. and Mrs. James P. Shetiardson, 


who live near the scene of the tragedy 
and were first alarmed, as also Harry 
S- Plumb, another neighbor, ridicule the 
idea of the smilt of the young man. 
They say they were at the house in less 
than) 10 minutes aflter the two shote 
were fired. Shepardson was informed of 
the trouble by James Fosburg, who ap- 
pear&d at Sheoardson's house, his feet 
bare, and only partly dressed. When 
Shepardson reached the house, the elder 
Fosburg had nis head out of the window 
shouting murder, and calling for help- 
They say jt would be impossible for the 
hat, shoe anl trousers to have beer) 
scattered by any member of the house- 
hold in the timo which elapsed from the 
warning tin tney were on the scene- 
They say tho f imily were nearly frantic 
and that they have no doubt o1 the 
story given by them of the affair.
